Please  enjoy  your  visit  to  Fenway  Park.  We  believe  there  is  a 
family  atmosphere  here  that  has  been  traditional  over  the 
years.  Generations  of  families  from  all  over  New  England 
nave  come  to  Fenway  Park  since  it  opened  in  1912.  They 
have  been  a  cornerstone  in  making  the  Red  Sox  one  of  the  strongest 
franchises  in  baseball. 

Actually,  Boston  has  been  a  key  franchise  in  baseball  since  the 
American  League  was  founded  in  1901.  Entering  the  1985  season 
1,095  players  had  appeared  in  at  least  one  game  for  the  Red  Sox, 
many  of  them  among  the  most  famous  in  the  game. 

The  Boston  entry  in  the  American  League’s  first  season  in  1901 
was  known  as  the  Pilgrims  and  played  its  games  at  the  Huntington 
Avenue  grounds  where  Northeastern  University  stands.  In  1907 
the  Red  Sox  nickname  was  adopted  and  in  1912  Fenway  Park 
became  the  new  Red  Sox  home  field. 

Although  there  have  been  cosmetic  changes  at  Fenway  Park,  the 
playing  field  is  virtually  the  same  today  as  it  was  in  1934.  The 
famous  “Green  Monster”  wall,  the  intriguing  angles  and  corners 
around  the  outfield,  and  the  closeness  of  the  crowd  to  the  action  are 
reasons  why  it  is  such  a  captivating  place  to  watch  baseball. 

Fenway  Park  has  been  the  scene  of  many  of  baseball’s  most 
historic  moments  and  finest  individual  performances.  The  loyalty 
of  Red  Sox  fans  is  legendary  and  has  helped  enhance  the  Red  Sox 
Fenway  Park  success  story.  We  extend  our  thanks  to  Red  Sox  fans 
everywhere. 

In  the  winter  of  1933-34  new  owner  Thomas  A.  Yawkey  put  the 
park  through  a  major  reconstruction  phase.  The  23-foot-tall  screen 
was  put  above  the  left  field  wall  in  1936  and  the  bullpens  were 
constructed  in  front  of  the  bleachers  in  1940.  Arc  lights  were 
installed  in  1947  and  the  messageboard  in  centerfield  was  part  of  a 
construction  project  after  the  1975  season  that  included  a  rebuilding 
of  the  left  field  wall,  with  padding  added  around  the  outfield  walls 
as  a  safety  measure. 

The  diagram  on  page  42  shows  the  location  of  all  Fenway  Park 
facilities  and  the  maps  of  page  44  show  the  various  methods  and 
routes  leading  here.  We  urge  you  to  use  the  public  transportation 
facilities  as  often  as  possible  to  come  to  and  from  the  ballpark.

On  Oct.  18  1984  John  McNamara  was  named  the  36th 
manager  of  the  Red  Sox.  He  replaced  Ralph  Houk  who  retired 
after  four  years  at  Boston.  McNamara  will  be  starting  his  1 2th  full 
year  as  a  major  league  manager.  Only  Sparky  Anderson 
(Detroit)  and  Gene  Mauch  (Angels)  hold  seniority  over  him 
among  A.L.  managers.  John  has  managed  three  current  A.L. 
managers:  Doug  Rader,  Pat  Corrales  and  Tony  LaRussa. 

Entering  1985  McNamara’s  major  league  record  was  751  - 
805,  including  248-251  in  three  years  in  the  A.L. 

McNamara  managed  the  California  Angels  the  past  two  seasons.  In  1 984  the  Angels 
1  J  A  A I  AA|“H  finished  in  a  second  place  tie  with  Minnesota  at  81-81.  In  1983  injuries  crippled  the 

Angels  and  they  finished  tied  for  fifth  at  70-92.  They  were  in  first  place  as  late  as  July  1 0, 
1983. 


McNamara  was  a  minor  league  manager  for  nine  years  in  the  Kansas  City  A’s 
organization  before  being  named  a  coach  with  the  A’s  in  1968  when  they  moved  to 
Oakland.  He  has  been  in  the  major  leagues  ever  since  as  either  a  manager  or  coach. 
John  made  his  major  league  managerial  debut  with  Oakland  when  he  replaced  Hank 
Bauer,  Sept.  1 9, 1 969.  He  ied  the  A’s  to  a  second  place  finish  in  1 970. 

His  coaching  stints  include  San  Francisco  (1971-73)  and  California  (1978).  He 
managed  a  young  San  Diego  team  from  1 974  through  May  28, 1 977.  The  Padres  record 
improved  each  year. 

McNamara  piloted  Cincinnati  from  1 979  through  July  20, 1 982.  He  led  the  Reds  to  the 
N.L.  West  title  in  1979  and  in  1980  they  finished  only  3Va  games  out  of  first.  In  the 
strike-shortened  1 981  season  the  Reds  had  the  best  overall  record  in  baseball  although 
they  did  not  appear  in  post-season  play. 

McNamara  was  a  minor  league  catcher  and  also  pitched  in  1 4  games  over  four  years. 
He  attended  Sacramento  State  College  and  spent  two  years  in  tne  military.

This  is  Hriniak’s  ninth  year  with  the  Red  Sox. 
He  was  the  bullpen  coach  for  the  past  eight 
seasons.  This  year  he  will  begin  new  duties  as 
a  dugout  and  hitting  coach.  He  has  won 
acclaim  for  his  work  with  many  Red  Sox  hitters 
over  the  years.  He’s  recognized  as  one  of  the 
best  batting  practice  pitchers  in  the  game  and 
conducts  a  hitting  school  for  several  weeks  in 
the  off-season. 

Before  joining  the  Red  Sox  in  1977  Hriniak 
put  in  1 6  years  as  a  player,  coach  and  minor 
league  manager.  He  managed  Montreal’s 
rookie  team  at  Lethbridge,  Alb.,  Can.  in  the 
Pioneer  League  in  1 976  after  starting  the  year 
as  a  coach  with  Denver.  In  1 974-75  he  was  first 
base  coach  with  the  Expos,  following  two  years 
as  manager  of  their  Jamestown  team  in  the 
NYP  League. 

Hriniak  signed  a  reported  $50,000  contract 
with  the  Milwaukee  Braves  in  1961  after  an 
outstanding  career  at  Natick,  Mass.  H.S.  He 
was  an  All  Scholastic  choice  as  a  shortstop, 
football  quarterback  and  hockey  center.  His 
1 3-year  pro  playing  career  included  two  years 
with  the  Braves  and  Padres  as  a  catcher  in 
1968-69.

This  is  Ficher’s  first  season  as  pitching 
coach  for  the  Red  Sox.  Bill  was  the  pitching 
coach  for  John  McNamara  at  Cincinnati  from 
1 979-82,  and  also  spent  1 983  as  Reds  pitching 
coach  for  manager  Russ  Nixon. 

Fischer  was  signed  by  the  Chicago  White 
Sox  in  1948.  His  pitching  career  lasted  20 
years,  which  included  nine  seasons  in  the 
major  leagues.  Along  with  the  White  Sox  he 
also  pitched  for  Detroit  Washington,  the  Kansas 
City  A  s  and  Minnesota.  Bill  served  in  the 
Marine  Corps  for  two  years  (1 952-54). 

Fischer  is  known  for  his  outstanding  ability  to 
throw  strikes.  He  holds  the  major  league  record 
for  most  consecutive  innings  without  giving  up 
a  base  on  balls,  84.1 .  In  1 965  he  pitched  a  1  -0 
shutout  for  Indianapolis  in  which  70  of  his  90 
pitches  were  strikes. 

Bill  was  a  scout  for  the  new  Kansas  City 
Royals  from  1969-74  and  was  their  minor 
league  pitching  instructor  from  1 975-78.  After 
his  stint  in  Cincinnati  he  returned  to  the  Royals 
in  1 984  serving  in  the  same  capacity  as  he  did 
when  he  left.  In  1 976  he  received  the  Ewing  M. 
Kauffman  Award  for  his  outstanding  contribution 
to  the  Kansas  City  organization.

This  is  Tony’s  23rd  season  in  the  Red  Sox 
system  and  his  first  as  a  major  league  coach. 
Tony  has  been  a  successful  minor  league 
manager.  In  his  first  season  in  1976,  Winston- 
Salem  swept  both  halves  of  the  Carolina 
League.  In  1 978  he  moved  on  to  Bristol,  Conn, 
where  he  won  a  pennant  in  his  initial  season. 
He  won  another  pennant  at  Bristol  in  1 981 .  In 
1983  he  moved  up  to  Pawtucket  After  an 
eighth  place  finish  his  first  year  he  led  the 
PawSox  to  the  International  League  playoff 
championship  after  a  fourth  place  finish.  He 
was  named  International  League  Manager  of 
the  Year  in  1 984. 

Torchia,  who  originally  signed  with  the  Los 
Angeles  Dodgers,  was  drafted  by  the  Red  Sox 
on  Nov.  26, 1 962.  A  slick-fielding  first  baseman 
and  outfielder,  Torchia  hit  .300  or  better  three 
consecutive  years  at  Winston-Salem  (1963- 
65).  He  led  the  Eastern  League  in  RBI  in  1 966 
(83  for  Pittsfield)  and  in  batting  in  1 968  (.294  for 
Pittsfield). 

Tony  graduated  from  North  Miami  High 
School  in  1961  and  attended  Miami  Dade 
Junior  College.  He  received  his  Masters  degree 
in  Education  from  Florida  Atlantic  University  in 
Boca  Raton.

Rene  was  named  to  the  Red  Sox  coaching 
staff  last  fall.  He  managed  the  Milwaukee 
Brewers  in  1 984  to  a  67-94  record.  Prior  to  that 
he  managed  the  Seattle  Mariners  from  1 981  - 
83  after  he  replaced  Maury  Wills,  May  6, 1 981 . 
He  compiled  a  140-180  record  with  Seattle 
including  a  fourth-place  finish  in  1 982. 

Lachemann  was  signed  by  the  Kansas  City 
A’s  in  1964.  His  only  full  season  in  the  majors 
was  1 965  as  a  catcher  with  the  A's,  managed 
by  Haywood  Sullivan.  Spent  parts  of  1 966  (K.C. 
A’s)  and  1 968  (Oakland  A’s)  in  the  majors.  His 
minor  league  manager  in  1 966  was  McNamara. 
Retired  as  an  active  player  following  the  1 972 
season  and  began  managing  in  the  Oakland 
system  the  next  season. 

Lachemann  managed  Burlington  (A),  1973- 
74,  Modesto  (A),  1 975,  and  Chattanooga  (AA), 
1 976.  He  managed  Seattle’s  AAA  team  at  San 
Jose  (1977-78)  and  Spokane  (1979-81)  until 
his  promotion  to  the  big  club. 

Rene  spent  five  seasons  managing  in  the 
Latin  Winter  Leagues  from  1 976-80  and  earned 
Manager  of  the  Year  honors  in  1 976.  He  has  a 
509-598  minor  league  managerial  record  and 
a  207-274  record  in  the  majors. 

Rene’s  older  brother,  Marcel,  is  currently  the 
pitching  coach  of  the  California  Angels.  Another 
brother,  Bill,  is  managing  for  Quad  Cities  in  the 
Angels’  system.

Morgan  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  in 
1 974,  and  managed  Pawtucket  from  1 974-82. 
In  1977  he  was  voted  International  League 
Manager  of  the  Year.  Before  joining  the  Red 
Sox,  he  began  his  managerial  career  in  the 
Pittsburgh  system.  Morgan  managed  at  Raleigh 
(1966-67),  York  (1968-69),  Columbus  (1970) 
and  Charleston  (1971  &  1973).  He  captured 
Manager  of  the  Year  honors  in  1 966, 1 969  and 
1 973.  Joe  was  a  coach  with  the  Pirates  in  1 972. 

A  graduate  of  Walpole  High  School  and 
Boston  College  (1953),  Joe  signed  with  the 
Boston  Braves  organization  in  1 952.  He  spent 
15  seasons  as  a  minor  league  infielder- 
outfielder,  with  three  .300  seasons.  Morgan 
had  short  stints  in  the  majors  with  the  Milwaukee 
Braves  and  Kansas  City  A  s  in  1 959,  Philadel¬ 
phia  and  Cleveland  in  1 960,  Cleveland  in  1 961 
and  SL  Louis  in  1964.

«n  m  g  g  g  mm  •  . 

e  sounded  like  an  Indy 
500  mechanic  oohing  and 
aahing  over  a  super- 
tuned  engine,  which  in 
a  way  was  exactly  what 
Dr.  Arthur  M.  Pappas  was  doing.  It’s 
just  that  his  engines  were  housed  in 
flesh  and  blood. 

Pappas,  who  is  the  Red  Sox’  team 
physician  and  a  renowned  orthopedic 
specialist,  admits  to  a  professional  fasci¬ 
nation  with  the  demands  that  athletes 
place  on  their  bodies  and  the  results 
that  they’re  able  to  extract. 

“I’ve  seen  a  lot  of  people  at  the  minor 
league  level  who  obviously  had  tremen¬ 
dous  inherent  talent,  yet  they  didn’t 
have  the  bodies  that  would  permit  them 
to  express  that  talent.  It’s  sort  of  an 
attritional  thing  that  happens  coming 
through  the  professional  baseball  sys¬ 
tem.  Some  bodies  just  aren’t  made  to 
tolerate  the  stresses  and  demands  placed 
upon  them.  Then  you  have  the  other 
side:  some  people  have  the  bodies  to  do 
it,  but  psychologically  they  can’t  handle 
pressure,  so  they  end  up  dropping  out. 

“The  point  is,  when  you  talk  about  a 
big  league  athlete  you’re  talking  about  a 
unique  combination  of  things.  I  don’t 
think  we  fully  appreciate  that  yet.  The 
more  I  watch,  the  more  I  learn,  and  the 
more  impressed  I  am.” 

And  of  all  those  athletes  who  come 
under  the  heading  of  ‘pro,’  none  impress 
him  any  more  than  major  league  baseball 
players  —  despite  the  fact  the  macho 
images  of  other  games,  most  notably 
football  and  hockey,  seem  to  suggest 
that  playing  baseball  is,  by  comparison, 
a  piece  of  cake. 

“That’s  a  bum  rap.  It  isn’t  fair.  First 
of  all,  the  baseball  player  has  to  go  out 
there  every  day.  Look  at  the  length  of 
the  schedule;  that  tells  you  something. 


“But  more  to  the  point,  what  you’re 
seeing  in  football  and  hockey  are  direct 
injuries:  someone  gets  knocked  out,  hit 
with  a  stick,  whatever.  That’s  some¬ 
thing  people  can  see,  especially  if  there’s 
blood  pouring  out.  Yet  cuts  are  the 
easiest  things  to  take  care  of;  you  just 
suture  them.  A  broken  bone?  It  heals 
and  you  go  on  your  way. 

“But  one  of  the  most  difficult  things  of 
all  is  a  sore  shoulder.  Or  a  sore  back. 
Whenever  there’s  pain  in  an  area  there 
has  to  be  some  compensation  in  the 
mechanical  aspect  of  a  performance. 
We  see  this  with  pitchers  all  the  time. 
Take  away  a  pitcher’s  back  and  you’re 
taking  away  one-third  of  his  ability.  So 


he’s  going  to  put  that  much  more  stress 
on  his  shoulder,  and  then  he’s  going  to 
have  a  sore  shoulder,  plus  a  lousy 
performance. 

“People  don’t  see  that;  not  the  way 
they  see  a  man  get  hit  with  a  hockey 
puck.  So  they  don’t  realize  what  a 
baseball  player  goes  through.  These 
fellows  have  a  lot  of  what  I  call  micro 
injuries,  like  little  tendon  fibres  will 
break,  or  muscle  fibres  will  break.  It 
happens  all  the  time  at  this  level  of 
stress.  It  may  not  be  a  major  explosion; 
it’s  just  things  that  accumulate,  things 
that  have  a  way  of  becoming  nagging, 
painful  problems,  and  in  terms  of  perfor¬ 
mance  they’re  much  bigger  problems

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Young  was  both  a  Boston  and  an 
American  baseball  folk-hero,  because  of 
his  proven  abilities  and  marvelous  char¬ 
acter.  He  truly  was  a  gracious  living 
legend  for  most  of  his  88  years.  In  his 
final  Red  Sox  season,  1908,  American 
League  players  presented  him  a  large 
silver  cup  as  a  token  of  admiration.  In 
the  same  spirit,  on  September  15  Cy 
gave  his  Boston  teammates  a  compli¬ 
mentary  dinner  at  Putnam’s  Hotel. 

For  the  Boston  American’s  Cy  won 
193,  hurled  2,728  innings,  fanned  1,341 
and  had  an  81%  ratio  of  strikeouts  to 
walks.  He  posted  38  shutouts  and  275 
complete  games.  Young  selected  two 
Boston  gammas  his  most  memorable: 
his  1904  perfect  game  and  a  20-inning 
walkless  loss  of  the  next  season,  both 
games  against  Philadelphia’s  Rube  Wad¬ 
dell.  Justly  Cy  is  the  right-handed  pitcher 
on  the  Red  Sox  all-time  team. 

Speaker,  named  by  Cooperstown  as 
the  “greatest  centerfielder  of  his  day,” 
had  outstanding  defensive  and  offensive 
intuition  and  speed.  With  marvelous 
ability  to  quickly  estimate  the  precise 
outfield  direction  and  distance  of  a 
batted  ball,  he  deliberately  played  a 
shallow  field  in  the  dead-ball  years. 
Thus,  he  had  many  assists  on  fly-out 
double  plays  and  frequently  nailed  run¬ 
ners,  such  as  Ty  Cobb,  striving  for  an 
extra  base.  He  had  a  very  graceful 
batting  style  and  was  a  masterful  base 
runner.  Tris  is  second  in  Sox  all-time 
triples  and  steals  and  third  in  batting. 
“You  go  to  hell!”  he  once  responded  to 
manager  Patsy  Donovan  when  his  tem¬ 
porary  batting  slump  prompted  the  sug¬ 
gestion  he  yield  the  third  spot  in  the 
batting  order. 


Young  takes  his  stance  with  a 
man  on  base.  Cy  was  admired  and  feared 
as  a  moundsman  because  of  his  great 
control  and  deceptive,  fast  pitches.  For 
every  player  fortunate  enough  to  squeeze  a 
walk  out  of  Cy,  four  went  down  swinging  or 
were  caught  looking  at  a  called  third  strike. 


TRIS  SPEAKER.  Boston’s  greatest  center 
fielder,  T ris  eight  times  took  League  fielding 
honors  (putouts  4,  assists  2,  double  plays  2) 
and  four  times  at  bat  (doubles  2,  hits  and 
total  bases  one  each).  Red  Sox  leading 
hitter  for  six  straight  seasons,  his  career 
mark  was  .336.  In  1 91 2  he  won  the  Chalmers 
Award  as  League’s  MVP;  a  four-door 
Chalmers  touring  car,  valued  at  $1950. 
Speaker  still  holds  club  record  for  seasonal 
hits  (222)  and  triples  (tie,  at  22)  and  in  1 969 
was  chosen  on  the  Greatest  Red  Sox  Team 
Ever. 


Wood,  selected  by  Hooper  as  the  most 
versatile  Boston  player  on  and  off  the 
field,  is  the  club  leader  in  winning 
percent  (116-56  .674)  and  ERA,  at  1.99; 
second  to  Young  in  shutouts  and  third 
in  strikeouts.  In  1912  he  was  37-6, 
including  a  3-1  World  Series  record,  and 
won  16  straight  in  the  regular  season. 
Joe’s  most  memorable  game  was  not  his 
1911  no-hitter  but  his  fanning  the  last 
two  batters  to  face  him  at  New  York  in 
the  first  game  of  the  1912  Series.  A 
broken  thumb  on  his  pitching  hand  in 
1913  led  to  the  end  of  his  mound  career 
but  he  successfully  became  an  out¬ 
fielder  for  Cleveland.  Later  he  was  a 
winning  coach  at  Yale,  and  was  recently 
awarded  their  honorary  degree  of  doctor 
of  humane  letters. 


“SMOKEY”  JOE  WOOD  -  MOST  VER¬ 
SATILE  RED  SOX  EVER!  Yes,  Wood  was  a 
do-it-all  man,  according  to  the  player  who 
knew  best,  Harry  Hooper.  He  might  well 
have  doubled  his  outstanding  Red  Sox 
pitching  record  had  he  not  broken  the  thumb 
on  his  pitching  hand  when  he  fell  while 
fielding  a  bunt  in  1 91 3.  The  thumb  cast  was 
taken  off  too  soon,  shoulder  pain  developed, 
and  Wood’s  career  as  a  moundsman  was 
curtailed  and  then  ended.  In  1912,  Wood 
won  37  games  —  34  in  the  regular  season 
and  three  more  in  the  Series.  Wood  was 
also  a  good  hitter,  as  his  .290  mark  in  1 91 2 
indicated.

THEN:  When  working  from  the 
full  windup  he  held  his  glove  with  the 
ball  directly  in  front  of  his  face,  chin 
high,  and  peered  through  his  glasses  for 
the  catcher’s  sign.  (Hence  the  “Owl” 
nickname.)  Then  the  classic  kick  and 
throw,  and  the  fast  ball.  Most  of  the 
time  it  was  the  fast  ball,  for  Rick  Wise 
always  claimed  you  had  to  have  the 
good  fast  ball  to  win.  He  had  one  and  he 
did. 

He  won  47  games  in  actually  three 
and  a  fraction  years  for  the  Red  Sox. 
The  1974  season  was  virtually  wasted 
by  a  shoulder  injury  that  had  its  begin¬ 
nings  in  April  with  a  win  over  the 
Tigers  on  a  cold  and  miserable  day  at 
Fenway.  He  finally  landed  on  the  dis¬ 
abled  list  in  August. 

Wise  won  a  club-high  19  games  in  the 
pennant  year  of  1975  and  capped  that 
off  with  a  pennant-clinching  victory  at 
Oakland  on  October  7.  He  is  part  of 
history  as  the  winning  pitcher  in  THE 
GAME  —  Game  Six  of  the  1975  World 
Series.

GLEN  HOFFMAN 


Both  Crawford  and  Hoffman  have 
become  the  surprise  success  stories  of 
the  1985  season.  They  weren’t  expected 
to  play  major  roles,  but  battled  their 
way  into  the  limelight,  anyway. 

After  years  of  languishing  as  a  starter, 
Crawford  has  made  the  successful 
switch  to  relief  and  now  prefers  it. 
Hoffman  started  the  year  as  the  backup 
shortstop  to  Jackie  Gutierrez,  and  got 
his  chance  only  because  Gutierrez  suf¬ 
fered  a  knee  injury.  Gutierrez  has  had  a 
tough  time  getting  his  job  back  ever 
since. 


“It’s  been  a  long  haul  for  me,”  said 
Crawford.  “Like  a  yo-yo  —  up  and 
down.  They  (Red  Sox)  might  have  given 
up  on  me  a  long  time  ago.  But  I  kept 
battling  back,  battling  back.  I  showed 
them  that  I  could  pitch.  Now,  with  the 
good  Lord’s  help,  I’m  here  to  stay  for 
awhile.” 

Hoffman’s  main  purpose  after  the 
1984  season,  when  a  knee  injury  limited 
him  to  74  at  bats,  was  to  show  his  new 
manager  that  he  belonged  on  the  team. 
Ralph  Houk  had  loved  his  work,  and 
made  him  a  regular  in  1983.  But  an 


off-season  operation  dulled  his  skills, 
and  it  took  a  year  before  Hoffman  got  a 
chance  to  show  what  he  could  do. 

When  Gutierrez  went  down  with  a 
knee  injury,  Hoffman  didn’t  muff  the 
chance. 

“To  be  truthful,  I  was  resigned  to 
playing  a  role  on  the  bench.  If  that  was 
my  job,  I  just  wanted  to  be  the  best,  and 
that’s  what  I  tried  to  do  each  day.

“When  Jackie  hurt  his  knee,  and  I  got 
in  there,  I  didn’t  expect  to  be  in  there 
every  day.  But  fortunately,  I  played 
well  and  stayed  in  and  kept  the  job.  I 
didn’t  think  it  would  happen  that  way. 
But  then,  we’ve  got  a  long  way  to  go.” 

Crawford,  a  tall  and  muscular  27- 
year  old  Oklahoman,  spent  six  years  in 
the  minors.  He  was  a  starter  in  27 
games  at  Pawtucket  in  1983  and  didn’t 
do  all  that  well  (8-11,  5.18).  The  next 
year,  he  was  switched  to  the  bullpen, 
and  once  he  got  the  hang  of  it,  decided 
he  liked  it.  Now,  he  feels  very  comfor¬ 
table  coming  out  of  the  bullpen. 

“In  the  past,  I’d  go  out  there  and  pitch 
but  I  didn’t  know  if  I’d  be  here  one  day 
from  the  next.  Now,  I  think  I’ve  estab¬ 
lished  myself  more,  and  shown  that  I 
can  pitch  up  here  and  that  I  can  be  a 
reliever. 

“I  had  a  halfway  decent  year  last 
year,  and  this  year  I  want  to  keep  on 
going  and  continue  to  show  them  that  I 
can  pitch.  This  is  a  very  tough  job.  You 
get  a  lot  of  gray  hairs  in  this  game.  With 
a  regular  job,  if  you  get  fired,  you  can  go 
look  for  another  job.  In  this  job,  there 
are  a  lot  of  other  guys  who  can  do  it,  and 
are  waiting  to  take  your  place. 


Confidence  is  one  of  the  biggest 
things  in  this  game.  If  you  don’t  have  it 
there  isn’t  any  reason  why  you  should 
be  playing  baseball  or  any  other  sport. 
In  the  past,  I  didn’t  have  that  much 
confidence.  But  I  built  it  back  up  last 
year,  and  this  year,  I  find  it  there  all  the 
time.  I  know  I  can  get  people  out  now 
and  I  know  I  can  throw  strikes.” 

Hoffman  says  he  views  his  situation, 
and  that  of  Gutierrez  from  a  positive 
point  of  view.  If  he  were  asked  to  sit 
again,  he’d  do  so  because  it  would  be 
best  for  the  team. 

“I  liken  it  to  the  situation  at  Toronto 
last  year.  They  had  two  outstanding 
shortstops,  and  it  worked  out.  It  can’t 
hurt  us  to  have  two,  either. 

“I  had  a  good  year  in  1983,  hit  .260 
and  played  almost  everyday.  Then  at 
the  end  of  ’83  I  got  hurt.  I  started  the 
season  in  1984  and  couldn’t  do  the  job. 
But  I  never  gave  up.  I  always  knew  I 
could  do  it.  Dr.  (Arthur)  Pappas  and  a 
few  other  people  put  my  knee  back 
together  and  gave  me  an  opportunity  to 
play  again. 


“Last  year  when  I  sat  through  the 
whole  season,  trying  to  get  ready,  I 
always  told  myself  I  could  play.  I  never 
gave  up  on  myself.  I  worked  hard  in  the 
winter  and  tried  to  be  ready.  I  knew  I 
could  still  play  this  game.  All  I  needed 
was  just  an  opportunity  to  get  in  there 
and  play.” 

Crawford  also  came  back  twice  in 
1985  when  he  was  disabled  in  May  with 
a  right  forearm  injury  and  again  in  late 
June  with  a  bad  back. 

Hoffman  went  into  the  regular  lineup 
when  Gutierrez  hurt  his  knee  in  Texas 
May  25  and  came  through  with  a  lot  of 
clutch  hits  while  committing  just  two 
errors  in  46  games  up  to  the  All-Star 
break.

The  Campbell  Red  Sox  Base¬ 
ball  Radio  Network  is  again 
carrying  every  Red  Sox  game 
on  radio  in  1985  with  Ken 
Coleman  and  Joe  Castiglione  sharing 
the  microphone  for  the  third  season. 
The  partnership  between  the  Red  Sox 
and  Campbell  Sports  is  also  entering 
its  third  year  and  is  slated  to  continue 
at  least  through  1989.  WPLM-FM  in 
Plymouth,  MA  is  the  flagship  station 
of  a  network  of  about  70  stations  that 
blankets  New  England. 

Coleman  has  more  than  30  years  of 
broadcasting  experience  and  has  cover¬ 
ed  the  Red  Sox  on  radio  and  TV  for  16 
years.  The  Quincy,  MA  native  began 
his  career  broadcasting  the  Rutland 
(VT)  Royals  of  the  now  defunct  North¬ 
ern  League.  He  then  went  to  Cleveland 
where  he  did  the  Browns  (NFL)  for  14 
season  and  the  Indians  for  10. 

In  1966  Ken  returned  to  Boston  for 
his  first  stint  with  the  Red  Sox  (1966- 
74)  on  both  radio  and  TV.  After  cover¬ 
ing  the  Cincinnati  Reds  on  TV  for 
four  years  he  came  back  to  Boston 
once  again  for  the  1979  season  on 
radio,  and  has  been  here  since. 

Ken  has  announced  seven  NFL  cham¬ 
pionship  games  on  network  TV  and 
also  did  the  1967  World  Series  on 
NBC.  He  has  been  involved  with  the 
Jimmy  Fund  since  1966,  and  is  now 
its  coordinator  for  donor  relations. 

Castiglione  is  in  his  third  season  on 
Red  Sox  radio.  Like  Coleman,  he  pre¬ 
viously  covered  the  Cleveland  Indians 
(1979-80-82)  on  both  radio  and  TV.  He 


worked  the  Milwaukee  Brewers’ 
games  on  cable  TV  in  1981.  The 
Hamden,  CT  native  has  announced 
Cleveland  Cavaliers  (NBA)  on  cable, 
and  did  college  basketball  for  New 
England  Sports  Network  this  past 
winter.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Colgate 
University. 

Red  Sox  fans  will  receive  complete 
television  coverage  again  this  season, 
with  73  games  scheduled  on  TV  38 
and  86  on  New  England  Sports  Net¬ 
work  (NESN)(cable).  The  other  three 
games  will  be  on  network  television. 

TV  38,  and  its  New  England  net¬ 
work,  is  in  its  11th  season  covering 
Red  Sox  baseball,  and  Ned  Martin 
and  Bob  Montgomery  are  together  for 
the  fourth  year. 

Martin  has  been  covering  the  Red 
Sox  on  TV  and  radio  for  25  consecutive 
seasons,  including  the  last  seven  with 
TV  38.  He  began  his  broadcasting 
career  in  Charleston,  WV,  covering 
the  American  Association  team  there 
for  five  years.  He  joined  Curt  Gowdy 
in  Boston  for  the  1961  season  and  has 
been  here  ever  since,  working  with  10 
different  partners  in  that  time. 

Only  Ernie  Harwell  of  the  Tigers 
(26  years)  has  been  with  one  club  for 
more  consecutive  seasons.  The  Duke 
graduate  worked  the  A.L.  playoffs  on 
CBS  radio  four  years,  and  also  did  the 
1975  World  Series  on  TV  for  NBC. 


Ned  is  also  an  accomplished  football 
announcer,  having  done  play-by-play 
for  the  Patriots  (1965),  Dartmouth  (7 
years)  Harvard  (6  years),  and  Yale  (2 
years).  He  served  in  the  marine  corps 
in  World  War  II. 

Montgomery  has  been  on  the  tele¬ 
vision  team  four  seasons.  He  was  a 
valuable  reserve  catcher  for  the  Red 
Sox  during  his  playing  career.  Bob 
signed  witn  Boston  in  1962  and  came 
to  the  majors  in  1970. 

He  appeared  in  387  games,  before 
an  arm  injury  forced  his  retirement 
during  spring  training  in  1980.  Mont¬ 
gomery  did  a  local  radio  talk  show,  as 
well  as  some  work  on  the  Red  Sox 
radio  broadcasts,  prior  to  joining  the 
television  crew. 

New  England  Sports  Network 
(NESN)  is  covering  the  Red  Sox  for 
the  second  year.  This  season  Martin 
and  Montgomery  will  also  handle  the 
announcing  duties  for  NESN’s  86 
game  schedule.  NESN  rebroadcasts 
each  of  its  Red  Sox  games  as  a  con¬ 
venience  for  subscribers  who  may 
have  missed  the  live  telecast.  Evening 
games  are  rebroadcast  at  11:30  p.m., 
while  afternoon  games  are  shown 
again  at  7:30  p.m.

The  lower  lefthand  corner  of  the  scoring  block  should  be  considered  as  home  plate.  Progress  is 
counter-clockwise  with  progress  to  first  base  indicated  in  lower  righthand  corner,  to  second  in 
upper  righthand  corner,  to  third  in  upper  lefthand  corner  and  to  home  in  lower  left.  In  example 
to  left,  batter  reached  first  on  an  error  by  the  second  baseman,  stole  second,  went  to  third  on  a 
wild  pitch  and  scored  on  a  passed  ball.  It  is  convenient  to  encircle  all  runs  as  shown  so  that 
scoring  plays  may  be  seen  at  a  glance. 


FENWAY  PARK  GROUND  RULES 

Foul  poles,  screen  poles  and  screen  on  top  of  left  field  fence  are  outside  of  playing  field. 

Ball  going  through  scoreboard,  either  on  the  bound  or  fly:  2  Bases. 

Fly  ball  striking  left  center  field  wall  to  right  of  line  behind  flag  pole:  Home  Run. 

Fly  ball  striking  wall  or  flag  pole  and  bounding  into  bleachers:  Home  Run. 

Fly  ball  striking  line  or  right  of  same  on  wall  in  right  center:  Home  Run, 

Fly  ball  striking  wall  left  of  line  and  bounding  into  bullpen:  Home  Run. 

Ball  sticking  in  bullpen  screen:  2  Bases. 

Batted  or  thrown  ball  remaining  behind  or  under  canvas  or  in  cylinder:  2  Bases. 

Ball  striking  bevel  on  the  wall  between  the  foul  pole  in  left  field  and  the  corner  back  of  the  flag  pole, 
and  bounding  into  stands  or  out  of  park:  2  Bases. 

Ball  striking  top  of  scoreboard,  also  ladder  below  top  of  wall  and  bounding  out  of  the  park:  2  Bases.

Alls  well, 
even  when  all  isn’t. 
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Exactly  a  month  prior  to  that  game, 
Rick  won  his  19th  game  by  beating  Ron 
Guidry  at  Yankee  Stadium,  capping  his 
finest  major  league  season.  And  a  couple 
of  weeks  before  that  he  defeated  Jim 
Palmer  in  a  ten-inning  game  at  Balti¬ 
more,  his  18th  win  and  a  pivotal  Red 
Sox  game. 

The  professional-looking  right  hander 
came  to  the  Red  Sox  from  the  National 
League  where  he  pitched  for  the  Phillies 
and  Cardinals.  As  a  rookie  kid  of  18,  he 
won  five  games  in  the  pressure-packed 
summer  of  ’64  in  Philadelphia.  And  he 
also  became  part  of  legend  when  he  was 
traded  to  the  Cardinals  in  1972  for 
future  Hall-of-Famer  Steve  Carlton. 

His  route  from  Boston  proceeded  to 
Cleveland  in  the  Dennis  Eckersley  trade 
in  March  of  1978,  then  back  to  the 
National  League  to  San  Diego.  He  retired 
in  1982. 

NOW:  After  a  couple  of  years  of 
the  usual  retirement  flings  at  hunting 
and  fishing  and  golf,  Rick  Wise  became 
a  little  antsy  to  get  back  to  his  game. 
And  not  only  to  his  game,  baseball,  but 
to  his  profession,  pitching.  So  at  age  39 
he  signed  on  as  a  pitching  coach  in  the 
Oakland  Athletics’  organization.  He  is  a 
full-time  coach  with  the  Madison  Mus- 
kies  of  the  Class  A  Midwest  League,  and 
loves  it.  He  eventually  wants  to  make 
the  majors  in  his  new  role,  but  right 
now  Madison,  Wisconsin  is  the  summer 
home  of  Rick  and  his  wife  Susan  and 
family.  Off-season,  they  go  back  to  their 
real  home  in  Hillsboro,  Oregon,  where 
the  hunting  and  fishing  is  still  excellent 
in  the  fall. 

QUOTES:  “After  my  retirement 

I  didn’t  do  much  of  anything  except 
enjoy  myself.  Then  after  a  couple  of 
years  I  realized  I  missed  the  game  and 
wanted  to  get  back  to  it  in  an  area  that 
related  to  what  was  my  profession.  And 
that  was  pitching. 

“I’ve  been  fortunate  in  working  with 
an  organization  that  believes  in  putting 
quality  people  in  full-time  coaching  posi¬ 
tions  at  this  level.  Among  other  teams 
that  do  this  are  the  Dodgers,  Cubs,  Reds 
and  Orioles.  I  believe  that  this  method 
will  prove  more  successful  in  the  end. 


Oh,  the  A’s  have  the  regular  rover 
instruction  people  that  come  in  from 
time  to  time,  too,  and  that’s  just  another 
plus  to  help  the  coach  who  is  here  day 
by  day. 

“Teaching  the  mental  part  of  pitching 
is  so  important.  You’re  not  working 
with  completely  raw  talent,  but  they 
are,  after  all,  kids  with  a  year  or  two  of 
college,  maybe,  or  one  or  two  years  of 
pro  ball.  I  want  them  to  become  tough 
mentally.  I  want  kids  with  a  solid  work 
ethic  who  really  want  to  learn.  And  the 
work  ethic  means  repetition,  going 
through  things  over  and  over  and  over. 

“There’s  the  mental  and  the  physical. 
Mechanics  are  important,  of  course. 
You  want  them  to  minimize  extraneous 
motion,  and  that  helps  them  channel 


their  vision  and  improve  their  concen¬ 
tration.  I  guess  the  most  difficult  aspect 
of  teaching  is  to  encourage  aggressive¬ 
ness  in  your  pitchers.  Get  them  to 
challenge  hitters,  go  at  them,  and  don’t 
give  the  hitters  too  much  credit.”  (Now 
that  sounds  like  the  old  Rick  Wise  .  .  . 
Ed.) 

“I  want  them  to  establish  and  re¬ 
establish  a  positive  attitude.  I  want 
them  to  establish  the  fast  ball  and  get 
ahead  in  the  count  with  it.  I  see  them 
throwing  3  and  1  changeups  with  the 
wind  blowing  in  and  I  ask  ‘Why?’  I’m 
here  to  live  with  these  kids,  observe 
their  emotional  highs  and  lows,  and 
look  for  their  ability  to  improve  and  go 
ahead.  Sure,  we  like  to  win  here,  but 
player  development  is  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  part  of  our  jobs.  And  the  most

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gratifying  part  is  to  see  one  or  two  of 
your  students  graduate  to  the  next  level 
next  year. 

“So  I  travel  with  these  guys  on  the 
buses  through  the  Midwest  League,  my 
first  year  in  the  bus  leagues  in  22  years. 
And  from  time  to  time  I  see  people  who 
remind  me  of  the  major  league  life  and 
the  years  in  Boston.  Tim  Blackwell  is  a 
manager  at  Clinton  (S.F.  Giants)  in  our 
league,  and  we  often  reminisce  about 
the  Red  Sox  and  particularly  the  pen¬ 
nant  year. 

“That  75  season  was  without  doubt 
my  greatest  satisfaction  and  high  point. 
Coming  back  to  win  19  games  that  year 
after  my  injury  in  74  meant  a  lot  to  me. 
I  had  a  nine-game  winning  streak,  the 
longest  of  my  career.  The  game  I  like  to 
think  of  most  was  a  ten-inning,  3-2  win 
over  Jim  Palmer  at  Baltimore.  Cecil 
Cooper  hit  a  home  run  in  the  top  of  the 
tenth.  It  was  early  in  September  and 
put  us  up  by  seven  games.  And  earlier 
that  summer  I  lost  a  no-hitter  with  two 
outs  in  the  ninth  at  Milwaukee.  George 
Scott  hit  one  out  on  me.  I  still  run  into 


people  here  in  Wisconsin  who  say  they 
were  at  that  game.”  (Wise  won  that 
game  6-3  with  a  two-hitter  . . .  Ed.) 

“Yeah,  it  was  a  great  year.  We  played 
well  as  a  team.  And  I  loved  Boston.  A- 
fine  city  and  a  nice  place  to  play.  I 
couldn’t  worry  about  the  “Wall.”  I  just 
pitched  in,  inside,  as  much  as  I  could. 
You  had  to  do  that  in  Fenway.  There 
are  a  lot  of  games  won  and  lost  on  fly 
balls  that  would  be  outs  anywhere  else, 
but  would  be  screen  jobs  or  wall-scrapers 
at  Fenway.  And  in  following  the  Red 
Sox  nowadays  in  the  papers,  I  still  find 
it  hard  to  believe  that  no  Boston  team 
has  reached  the  championship  playoffs 
since  75. 

“The  game  goes  on,  though.  There’s 
nothing  I  can  do  about  the  direction  of 
baseball  in  the  labor  —  management 
area.  I  just  think  that  somewhere  a 
compromise  should  be  met  to  avoid  a 
strike  threat  every  four  years.  Mean¬ 
while,  this  season  got  me  back  to  what 
baseball  is  all  about.  The  grass  roots. 
The  lazy  summer  days  and  nights  in 
pretty,  clean  little  towns  in  the  Midwest 


League.  Madison  is  a  nice  college  town 
with  a  fine  ball  park,  good  playing 
facilities,  and  wonderful  people.  The 
kids  are  treated  well  here,  given  good 
living  accomodations,  and  are  learning 
their  game  in  pleasant  surroundings. 
The  longest  bus  trip  is  five  hours,  to 
Springfield,  and  that’s  not  bad. 

“I  want  to  move  on,  certainly.  I  want 
to  make  it  to  the  majors  as  a  big  league 
pitching  coach.  But  for  now,  I’m  very 
happy  doing  what  I’m  doing.” 

And  sometime  soon,  maybe  in  a  couple 
of  years,  Rick  Wise  can  think  back  on 
the  progress  of  some  young  pitcher  he 
coached  on  those  lazy  summer  days  and 
nights  in  the  pretty  minor  league  towns 
in  the  midwest.

The  Rolaids  Relief  Man  Award  is  sponsored  annually  by  the 
Warner-Lambert  Company  in  association  with  Major  League  Baseball. 
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Hooper  was  an  outstanding  team 
leader  and  an  astute  student  of  the 
game.  Harry  was  an  innovator,  strate¬ 
gist  and  tactician.  He  invented  the 
fielding  rump-slide  and  was  considered 
the  best  defensive  rightfielder  of  his 
time.  Hooper  was  the  first  to  recommend 
playing  Ruth  in  the  outfield  when  not 
pitching.  He  is  the  Red  Sox  career 
leader  in  triples  and  steals.  A  devout 
Christian,  Harry  credited  Jesus  with 
permitting  him  to  make  the  spectacular 
catch  off  Larry  Doyle  in  the  1912  decid¬ 
ing  Series  game  at  Fenway  which  pre¬ 
vented  a  New  York  victory  in  regular 
innings.  The  Red  Sox  rallied  to  win  in 
the  10th. 

Grove  was  a  shy,  generally  taciturn 
Maryland  country  man  who  proved  to 
be  a  master  psychologist  on  the  mound. 
With  Boston,  following  his  arm  ailment, 
he  developed  a  curve,  forkball  and  change 
of  pace  to  lead  the  league  four  consecu¬ 
tive  years  in  ERA.  Bob  performed  many 
unpublicized  acts  of  social  kindness 
both  to  those  he  knew  and  deserving 
youngsters.  He  also  was  a  successful 
practical  joker,  once  slipping  a  lizard 
down  this  writer’s  back.  Shortly  before 
his  own  death,  Joe  Cronin  stated,  “Grove 
was  all  baseball.  We  all  admired  him 
and  his  dedication.”  Grove  is  among 
Red  Sox  career  leaders  in  seven  pitching 
departments. 
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HARRY  HOOPER.  Hail  of  Fame  outfielder 
Harry  Hooper  was  considered  one  of  the 
great  defensive  fielders  of  his  era.  Played 
from  1 909-1 920  in  1 646  games  for  the  Red 
Sox  and  had  a  .281  lifetime  batting  average. 
Hit  1 30  triples  (the  most  ever  for  a  Red  Sox 
player)  and  in  1 91 0  he  threw  out  30  base- 
runners.  Elected  to  the  Hall  of  Fame  in  1 971 . 


“LEFTY”  BOB  GROVE.  Grove  was  the  first 
headline  acquisition  by  Tom  Yawkey’s  then 
reviving  Red  Sox.  Fenway  paid  attend¬ 
ance  zoomed  from  268,715  the  previous 
season  to  610,640.  Even  with  Bob’s  sore 
arm  and  his  limited  8-8  record  of  1 934,  Red 
Sox  baseball  was  on  the  upswing.  His 
fastball  days  behind  him,  Grove  then  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  use  his  brains,  craft,  and  decep¬ 
tion  to  continue  his  career.  In  eight  years 
with  Boston,  he  was  League  ERA  champion 
a  record  four  times,  and  he  edged  his  way 
into  the  team’s  all-time  records:  fifth  in 
winning  percentage  and  complete  games; 
sixth  in  wins,  105;  seventh  in  total  innings; 
ninth  in  games  started  and  in  strikeouts.  Bob 
was  proud  of  his  occasional  home  runs,  one 
each  in  1 934, 1 935, 1 939,  and  1 940,  just  as 
Cy  Young  had  been  much  earlier  with  his 
six  roundtrippers  for  the  early  teams. 


JOE  CRONIN.  Cronin  played  shortstop  for 
six  seasons,  and  only  Everett  Scott  had  a 
longer  Boston  tenure  at  the  position.  But  Joe 
managed  the  Sox  for  thirteen  seasons  —  a 
still-existing  Boston  record  that  is  unlikely  to 
be  surpassed.  Cronin’s  bat  has  etched  his 
name  into  seven  Red  Sox  all-time  depart¬ 
ments:  seventh  in  doubles  eighth  in  RBI  and 
slugging  percentage;  twelfth  in  total  bases; 
thirteenth  in  games;  fourteenth  in  batting 
average,  .300. 

☆ 

Genial,  popular  Joe  Cronin  was  a 
players’  hero  and  the  first  man  to  rise 
through  the  ranks  —  player,  manager, 
Boston  executive  —  to  deserved  presi¬ 
dency  of  the  American  League.  He  was 
the  perfect  standard  bearer  for  Tom 
Yawkey.  Remarkably  modest,  Joe  claim¬ 
ed  baseball  did  more  for  him  than  he 
contributed.  His  greatest  Boston  moment 
was  in  1941’s  final  game  when  Ted 
Williams  upped  his  average  to  .406. 
Cronin  holds  the  Red  Sox  manager’s 
record;  13  years,  2,007  games,  1,071 
wins.  As  a  player  he  is  among  the  club’s 
career  leaders  in  nine  batting  depart¬ 
ments. 

These  famous  Boston  heroes  played 
in  an  era  of  small  salaries  but  they  were 
personal  giants  in  desire,  dedication 
and  endurance.

than  many  of  the  injuries  which  make 
other  sports  seem  so  tough. 

“Believe  me,  baseball  players  have 
enormous  threshholds  of  pain.  Many  of 
them  are  out  there  every  day  doing 
things  with  discomforts  that  would 
make  the  rest  of  us  want  to  take  a  day 
off.” 

By  definition,  of  course,  the  athlete  is 
a  different  breed  of  cat,  and  Pappas  is 
greatly  sympathetic  to  those  players  — 
like  the  Celtics’  Cedric  Maxwell  —  who 
struggle  to  regain  their  pre-operative 
form  while  an  impatient  public  clamors 
for  instant  recovery. 

“Glenn  Hoffman  was  a  bit  like  Max¬ 
well.  Everything  was  put  together;  he 
could  do  everything.  But  it  takes  another 
3-6  months  beyond  the  healing  time  to 
get  the  fine  tuning,  to  reach  the  extremes 
of  athletic  skill  that  are  necessary  at 
this  level.  See,  hardly  anyone  other 
than  a  professional  athlete  would  test 
themselves  to  that  extent.  You  or  I 
could  conduct  our  normal  lives  within 
six  weeks,  maybe  eight.  But  these  people 
have  to  be  near  what  they  were  before 
the  procedure  to  attain  the  same  levels 
of  performance. 

“You  take  arthroscopic  surgery.  It’s  a 
significant  advance  in  many  ways.  Still, 
once  you  change  something  in  a  joint,  or 
change  the  function  in  a  joint,  it  takes 
the  body  more  than  just  healing  time  to 
accommodate  those  changes,  to  make 
the  necessary  adjustments. 

“For  a  non-high  performance  type  of 
person,  there  wouldn’t  be  a  problem. 
He’d  be  on  his  way  back  to  a  normal 
lifestyle  in  no  time.  But  it’s  different  for 
an  athlete.  It’s  been  eight  years  now 
since  Dwight  Evans  had  his  knee  sur¬ 
gery,  yet  he  still  has  to  exercise  on  a 
regular  basis  or  else  his  knee  will  feel 
significantly  uncomfortable.” 

When  an  athlete  senses  discomfort, 
when  his  body  starts  sending  strange 
signals  to  his  brain,  the  immediate 
result  can  be  an  emotional  crisis  —  at 
least  until  his  reasonable  fears  are 
assuaged  —  for  the  obvious  message  he 
gets  is  that  his  career,  his  livelihood, 
could  be  imperiled. 

Steve  Crawford  is  a  good  example. 

“I  operated  on  Steve  a  few  years  ago. 
Something  had  popped  in  his  elbow 
while  he  was  pitching  winter  ball;  there 
was  a  tom  ligament,  a  bone  chip,  and  so 
forth.  It  takes  a  long  time  for  a  pitcher 


to  come  back  from  something  like  that. 
There’s  a  lot  of  scar  tissue  that  has  to  be 
broken  down,  plus  he  has  to  get  his 
mechanics  back.  It  could  take  a  year  or 
two. 

“So  when  he  reached  back  to  put 
something  extra  on  his  fastball  a  little 
earlier  this  season  and  sustained  a 
slight  muscle  tear,  probably  a  half-inch 
away  from  where  the  original  incision 
was  made,  I’m  sure  it  caused  a  tem¬ 
porary  panic:  ' There  goes  my  elbow 
again!’ 

“Those  thoughts  have  to  come  into  a 
guy’s  mind.  It’s  total  recall.  I  saw  him 
the  next  day  and  assured  him  it  was 
something  entirely  separate  and  that 
he’d  be  all  set  in  two  weeks.  It  worked 
out  well. 

“But  if  you’re  a  pitcher,  the  demands 
you  make  on  that  one  area  of  your  body 
are  tremendous.  We’re  talking  about 
one  square-inch  of  muscle  that  has  to 
produce  enormous  activity,  and  if  you 
get  a  tear  there  it  can  change  your 
mechanics  and  performance  and  thus 
affect  your  whole  future.” 

Little  wonder  Pappas  has  such  high 
regard  for  the  celebrated  patients 
who’ve  come  under  his  care.  Surviving 
in  the  ‘bigs’  just  isn’t  the  barrel  of 
laughs  some  folks  might  imagine. 

Pappas  jokingly  refers  to  Fenway 
Park  as  “my  laboratory,”  though 
there’s  an  element  of  truth  to  that. 

“When  you  try  to  take  care  of 
someone  in  your  office  you  don’t 
always  know  what  are  the  demands 
on  him.  That’s  why  it’s  important,  in 
my  mind  anyway,  to  sit  and  watch  a 
game.  People  think  that  science  is  at  a 
point  where  we  can  diagnose  every¬ 
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thing,  but  that’s  just  not  true.  We’re 
not  at  that  point.  There  are  still  a  lot 
of  things  that  may  not  seem  significant 
anatomically,  but  are  very  significant 
in  terms  of  performance  impairment. 
And  we  still  have  trouble  identifying 
and  diagnosing  many  of  those  things. 

“That’s  why  it  helps  to  watch  the 
players  on  the  job.  Something  you  see 
might  help.” 

When  Carl  Yastrzemski  was  having 
discomfort  with  his  heel,  Pappas 
watched  the  way  Yaz  moved,  and 
from  that  observation  came  the  remedy 
of  specially-constructed  shoes  which 
corrected  the  problem. 

Yastrzemski  quickly  comes  to 
Pappas’  mind  when  the  Doc  confesses 
his  admiration  for  the  toughness  of 
the  everyday  ballplayer.  Yaz  was  in¬ 
deed  an  everyday  ballplayer;  in  fact, 
he  often  suggested  a  key  to  his  longe¬ 
vity  (23  seasons)  was  his  refusal  to 
look  for  reasons  to  sit  out  a  game. 

“He  had  this  fantastic  drive  to  get 
back  out  there.  He  wouldn’t  lay  back 
and  wait  until  everything  was  100 
percent  to  go  at  it.  Whether  it  was  his 
back,  his  heel,  or  whatever,  Carl  was 
always  testing  himself  to  see  what 
level  of  discomfort  he  had,  and  then  to 
see  how  well  he  could  perform  at  that 
level. 

“He  was  a  great  example  of  the 
toughness  you  need,  both  physically 
and  mentally,  to  succeed  in  this  game. 

“I  can  assure  you,  it’s  nowhere 
near  as  easy  as  it  looks.”
